SEN. CLARK'S 
VICTORY IS 
HELD CERTAIN 

WASHINGTON. (JFi — The 
Roosevelt administration hoped 
today to balance the expected re¬ 
nomination of Senator Bennett 
Clark of Missouri with an over¬ 
whelming primary victory for 
Senator George McGill of Kansas. 

These were the only two Demo¬ 
cratic senatorial contests in four 
statewide primary elections, which 
provided few out-and-out tests of 
the President's policies. 

F. D. R. KEEPS HANDS OFF 

Clark opposed the court bill and 
various other White House meas¬ 
ures, but administration advisers 
took for granted his defeat of two 
new deal supporters because he 
had the backing of both Demo¬ 
cratic factions in his state. 

Neither the President nor any 
of his lieutenants took any part in 
the Mi,ssouri campaign. Mr. 
Roosevelt did not even pass 
through the state on his western 
trip, routing his train through 
Memphis instead of St. Louis. 

Despite this abstinence by ad¬ 
ministration forces, anti-Roosevelt 
Democrats naturally would find a 
large majority for Clark pleas¬ 
ing. Some of them already have 
suggested him as a possible presi¬ 
dential nominee in 1940—28 years 
after his father nearly defeated 
Woodrow Wilson in convention. 
NAZI CHARGE MADE 

In Kan.sas, Senator IvicGili had 
only nominal opposition, and the 
principal interest in the primary 
centered instead in selection of 
his Republican opponent. 

Four men sought the nomination 
in a heated campaign. The Rev. 
Gerald B. Winrod, one of the 
aspirants, was accused of Nazi- 
Fascist .sympathies and religious 
intolerance by some of his oppon¬ 
ents and their backers. The Evan¬ 
gelist in reply said these were 
'■fantastic rumors" 

John Hamilton, Republican na¬ 
tional chairman, entered a party 
primary for the first time this 
year to criticize Winrod. He was 
joined by other party leaders. 

ROO. SEVELT ISSUE 

Kansas voters also were choos¬ 
ing nominees for governor, but 
this was not the case in Mi.saouri, 
Virginia and West Virginia. AH 
four states, however, were select- 
, ing nominees for house seats. 

One of the house contests in 
Virginia was fought principally on 
the Roo.sevelt Is.sue. Representa¬ 
tive Howard W. Smith, rules com¬ 
mittee member who helped delay 
the wage-hour bill, was opposed 
by William E. Dodd, jr., son of 
the former ambassador to Ger¬ 
many. 

The 32-year-old Dodd Is an 
ardent New Dealer, whom Smith 
declared would be only a "rubber 
stamp.” Smith told voters he 
would use his own judgment In 
supporting White Hou.se legisla¬ 
tion, as he had done in his four 
terms. 

2,000,000 TO \ OTE 

Secretary Ickes declared last 
week that Smith had voted against 
every PWA bill except one, but 
was trying to “muscle in” on the 
popularity of the Public Works ad¬ 
ministration. 

There was only one other house 
1 conlp.st in Virginia, where Demo¬ 
cratic nomination is tantamount 
to election. Three of West Vir¬ 
ginia's six Democratic representa¬ 
tives had opposition. 

Upwards of 2,000,000 voters were 
expected to take part in the four 
elections, which opened the busiest 
week of the primary season. 

Attracting national attention are 
the Democratic senatorial contests 
in Tennessee and Kentucky, which 
will be settled Thursday and Sat¬ 
urday. respectively.

the late Dutch Schultz’s multi¬ 
million dollar policy racket. 

In addition to Dodge, Dewey 
named Magistrate Hulon Capshaw 
and the late Magistrate Francis 
Irwin. 

POWER IN POLITICS 

The naming of Dodge came as 
a sensation. Dodge, a former 
district attorney and magistrate, 
long has been a power in Tam¬ 
many Hall. 

A special detail of police guard¬ 
ed the crowded courtroom m J. 
Richard (Dixie) Davis, former 
Schultz attorney and co-defendant 
with James J. Hines, erstwhile 
powerful Tammany leader, ap-1 
peared to enter his pica. They 
are accused of conspiracy in the 
policy racket. 

Dewey announced last week 
that Davis had agreed to turn 
state’s evidence and would ap¬ 
pear fis the prosecution's star 
witness. 

PLEADS GUILTY 

After Dewey had filed the bill 
of particulars, Davis stepped for¬ 
ward and said: 

"I plead guilty.” 

The charge was conspiracy and 
contriving a lottery. 

In naming Dodge and the other 
two, Dewey asserted they had ei¬ 
ther been bribed, intimidated or | 
"influenced” by Hines and other 
defendants in the policy conspir¬ 
acy. 

The dapper Dixie Davis, sur¬ 
rounded by four detectives, ap¬ 
peared nervous as he entered the 
courtroom. He kept wiping pre- 
spiration from his forehead and 
twlndling his thumbs. 

Dewey had previously stated 
that Davis said he was in fear j 
of his life. 

DEFEY DENIES AMBmON 

The Information had been de¬ 
manded by Lloyd Paul Stryker, 
attorney for Hines, who charged 
that Dewey was using the trial as 
a stepping stone to the governor¬ 
ship. Dewey emphatically denied j 
the accusation. i 

The policy racket, headed by I 
Schultz until he was moved down 
by gang bullets in a Newark, N. 
J., beer tavern, in October, 1935, 
operated chiefly in Harlem, where 
it reaped a bulky harvest of 
dimes, nickels and even pennies 
from thousands of persona daily. 

Upon Schultz's death, accord¬ 
ing to Dewey's charges, the lucra¬ 
tive racket was taken over by 
Dixie Davis, who was aided by the 
political power of Hines. 

German Plane Hits 
Yacht in Azores 

HORTA, Azores. iJP) —The Ger¬ 
man seaplane Nordwind, on an 
experimental flight from the 
United States to the Azores, 
crashed into a yacht when land¬ 
ing here today, but the crew es¬ 
caped Injury. 

The nose and one wing of the 
plane were damaged and the 
yachts mast was torn away. 

The Nordwind arrived at noon 
after flying from Port Washing¬ 
ton, Long Island, in 14 hours. 

81-Year-Old Man 
Is Father of Son 

WASHINGTON. IJP) — George 
Boarman, the 81-year-old father 
of a new-born son, attributed his 
good fortune today to his "stand¬ 
ing in well with the Lord.” 

Boarman and his 21-year-oId 
third wife decided to name the 
baby Herbert. His first wife bore 
him 25 children, he said. 

"Bet folks think I’m cracker- 
jack, don’t they?” he exclaimed. 

FATHER OF 10 KILLED 

BAKERSFIELD. (JP) — Don F. 
Weeks, 39, father of 10 children, 
was killed today when he fell 
from an oil derrick and was 
caught in the machinery of the 
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Fifty Soviet warplanes, flying In formation, thundered over Changkufeng (1) and bombed Japanese 
positions on a contested hill there, according to a Korean army communique, adding to the already tense 
situation on the Siberian Manchoukuoan frontier. The Soviets also were reported to have raided the 
area about Yuki (2).

23 CONVICTED 
OF TREASON 

MADRID. (A*)—Twenty men and 
three women were sentenced to 
death today on charges of treason 
in a mass trial of 195 persons. 

The verdict was delivered by 
the people’s court, sitting as a 
high court of justice. The death 
sentences must be approved ly the 
government in council. 

Ten men and one woman were 
sentenced to prison terms of 30 
years. Six men drew sentences of 
25 years imprisonment; two men, 
22 years; five men and one wom¬ 
an, 20 years and five men, 18 
years. 

A number of other prisoners 
were sentenced to prison terms 
varying between six and 16 years, 
including 46 men and two women 
who drew six year terms.

URGE-SCALE 
DRIVE ENDED, 
TOKYO SAYS 

TOKYO. (A5—The Japanese gov¬ 
ernment announced today Its 
I forces had repulsed a large-scale, 
two-edged attack by Soviet troops 
in the disputed area on the Sl- 
berian-Manchoukuoan frontier. 

A later communique charged 
that the Russians repeatedly were 
i bombinb Korean villages In ths 
vicinity of Changkufeng, focal 
point since July 11 of Sovlet- 
Japanese conflict. It estimated 
Soviet losses at 250 and listed 
Japanese casualties since Sunday 
i as three officers and 27 soldiers 
killed and wounded. 

SITUATION SERIOUS 

Tanks, heavy artillery and war¬ 
planes were thrown into action 
this morning by the Russians, the 
war office announced, to clear the 
way for infantry attacks from the 
north and south against the 
Changkufeng hill region. 

The battle was the latest epi¬ 
sode in a week of fighting for the 
area Russian claims to be in 
Siberia and Japan holds to be In 
Manchoukuo. 

“We consider the situation ex¬ 
ceptionally serious,” the com¬ 
munique said. 

BOTH CLAIM AREA 

The Russian forces opened the 
offensive at 9 a. m., with an artil¬ 
lery bombardment against the 
Changkufeng hills, an area 
claimed both by Japanese and 
Russians near the junction of the 
roughly defined Manchoukuo, Rus¬ 
sian Siberia and Japanese Korea 
frontiers. 

Suddenly from a pall of smoke 
screen, eight tanks appeared, fol¬ 
lowed by Infantry. 

Japanese returned the fire with 
anti-tank guns against the troops 
advanr -'g from the north. 

LOSS: ■ HEAVY 

At t..e same time, Soviet in¬ 
fantry surged from the south. 

Both attacks were repulsed, the 
war office said, with heavy losses 
among the Soviet attackers after 
sanguinary fighting. 

The war office asserted that 
civilians were slain in the air raids 
and “planes are ready and we 
must answer." 

Ten Soviet bombers, flying In 
formation, bombed Changkufeng 
and villages in the vicinity, the 
war office communique said.

WASHINGTON. i!P> — Eleven 
years ago today, Calvin Coolidge 
uttered one of the most famous 
sentences of modem politics: 

"I do not choose to run for 
president in 1928.” 

The reverberations caused by 
the cryptic announcement have 
died with the passing years, but 
on the anniversary there la argu¬ 
ment once more over tlie issue be¬ 
hind the statement—a presidential 
diird term. 

Some politicians predict Frank¬ 
lin D. Roosevelt will seek a third 
term in the White House in 1940. 
Others declare he will not. Some 
say they will support him if he 
does. Others contend he could not 
win. 

Only last night Senator Lewis 
(D., Ill.), a Roosevelt follower, 
said a bid from the President for 
renomination would destroy the 
Democratic party. He added, 
however, that he believed Mr. 
Roosevelt was "not such a man 
as to present himself for a con¬ 
tinuous third term:” 

Senator Sraathers (D., N. J.), on 
the other hand, said his one re¬ 
maining political ambition was to 
help reelect Mr. Roosevelt because 
"there is no one big enough or 
strong enough to carry on for 
him.” 

"Conservative and reactionary 
forces” of both major parties, 
Smathers said, are backing vice 
President Garner, but he expressed 
the belief Gamer would not let his 
name be used "in a scheme to 
scrap the humane progress of the 

Senator'Holt (D., W. Va.) and 
some other anti-Roosevelt sena¬ 
tors expect to present a resolution 
next winter voicing disapproval 
of a third term. A similar resolu¬ 
tion was adopted by the senate in 
1928, a few months after Coolidge 
had issued his "I do not choose” 
statement.

Reduction in the Santa Ana 
■school district tax rate of 6 to 
8 cents was indicated today, fol¬ 
lowing the adoption of the budget 
by the school board. 

The estimates were sent to Coun¬ 
ty Superintendent Ray Adkinson 
who will examine it and then send 
it to the county board of super¬ 
visors who will set the rate. 

It will cost $98.3,918 to operate 
the schools next year, the budget 
reveals. Teachers’ salaries were 
boosted by $25,000 to enable the 
instructors to meet the rising 
costs of living. Despite this sub¬ 
stantial gain, the budget will rep¬ 
resent a smaller burden on the tax¬ 
payers here this year than last, 
owing to the fact that average 
daily school attendance rose 
sharply during the year just 
closed, which will greatly increase 
this district’s income from the 
state. 

The high school district, which 
includes the junior high schools, 
will require nearly half of the 
amount of money, or $439,113. 
The elementary schools request 
$.368,299 and the junior college 
$176,506. 

Auditor Yost said that another 
element which will lower the tax 
rate de.spite the increase in sal¬ 
ary costs, is the cash on hand 
from last year. 

The school district paid out $191,- 
478 last year on bonded indebt- 
edne.ss, redemption of Ijonds and 
interest. Auditor Yost estimated 
that a similar amount will go to¬ 
ward this end this year. 

Of the $983,918 requested in 
the budget this year for operat¬ 
ing expenses, the state will fur¬ 
nish $652,968, leaving $330,950 to 
be rai.sed in the di.strict. Last 
.var taxpayers here were required 
to furnish $388,712. The state 
presented the district with $539,- 
948 ba.sed on average daily at¬ 
tendance the year preceding. The 
year taxpayers here were required

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Fair Enough 
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NEW YORK.—All cock-eyes, as 
left-wingers are called in the 
baseball business, will be bound 
to recognize that Paul Kilday, 
Df Texas, has received a mandate 
from the people of his district to 
give them right-wing service in 
congress. Our cock-eyes have 
been insisting that when the peo¬ 
ple elect a man they give him a 
mandate. The people elected Mr. 
Kilday over Maury Maverick, the 
left-wing incumbent who had re¬ 
ceived the blessing of the admiii- 
istration and very substantial fi¬ 
nancial assistance as well. Paul 
Mallon reports from Washington 
that one week before Mr. Maver¬ 
ick went to the post against Mr. 
Kilday the housing administration 
allotted $3,588,000 for slum clear¬ 
ance in the foreign section of San 
\ntonio. 

Patriots in Politics 

The defeated statesman reports 
in his own story of the campaign 
that this section voted for him, 
although such precincts usually 
were carried by the machine. He 
means, of course, the opposition 
machine, it being understood that 
the New Deal is not a machine but 
is composed of starry-eyed, altru¬ 
istic patriots in politics with no 
notion of organization. He carried 
the Mexican and Latin-American 
vote, usually controlled by the 
machine with its sordid politics, 
coercion and bribery, after the 
New Deal had tossed in $3,588,000 
to buy these constituents new 
homes. 

On the other hand, the degrad¬ 
ed Americans of the silk-stockings 
precincts who used to support Mr. 
Maverick voted against him this 
time, and he explains that these 
rather inferior people—the Amer¬ 
ican Americans, as distinguished 
from the admirable Mexicans and 
Latin-Americans— were too stu¬ 
pid to consider the issues. 

Not a single national issue was 
discussed, he relates, and the Am¬ 
erican Americans, the ignorant 
cattle who live outside the for¬ 
eign slums and educate their fam¬ 
ilies, turned on him to outvote the 
superior, intelligent patriots of 
the Mexican and Latin-American 
sections. These idealists were in¬ 
fluenced by neither the $3,588,000 
nor the inflammatory orations of 
a Mexican woman communist or¬ 
ator doing her bit for democracy in 
San Antonio, although Mr. Mav¬ 
erick says that “she really raised 
a big ruckus.” 

“All of which,” says Mr. Mav¬ 
erick in conclusion, “brings to 
my mind that the decent-thinking 
people of this country,” including, 
of course, the Mexicans and Latin 
Americans and, in New York, the 
Puerto Ricans and Russians, “had 
better get red-hot for the liberals 
who still have races.” 

Acquires Mandate 

Mr. Maverick puts the silk- 
stocking Americans, with their low 
American social and moral stand¬ 
ards, outside the class of decent- 
thinking citizens, such as his 
Mexicans and Latin Americans, 
and perhaps he has them right. 
He is a Texan and should know 
his own neighbors and whether 
they think decently or not. But 
however indecent their thinking, 
it will have to be admitted that 
they have the right to vote and 
that when their votes elect an op¬ 
ponent of Mr. Maverick that op¬ 
ponent acquires a mandate. 

The problem plainly is one of 
education. The American Am¬ 
ericans have a high resistance to 
the superior ideals and political 
standards of the Mexicans and 
Latin Americans of the San An¬ 
tonio slum.' and, unlike the Mex¬ 
icans and Latin Americans, they 
have a low resistance to bribery. 

Mr. Maverick says the right 
wing, or anti-cock-eye organiza¬ 
tion, spent more money than had 
ever before been used in a south¬ 
ern congressional campaign, which 
would argue that their slush fund 
topped $3,588,000—an excessive 
price for one seat in congress. 

All this is terrible, but we have 
to be patient and let such people 
go to the polls and suffer occasion¬ 
al setbacks when their mass ignor¬ 
ance and opposition are aroused 
and they nullify the enlightened 
vote of their betters. 

The Mexicans and Latin Am¬ 
ericans o' Mr. Maverick’s follow¬ 
ing will have another chance two 
'/ears hence to hand a mandate to 
a candidate committed to the pro¬ 
position that the American Am¬ 
ericans of the district cannot 
ibink decently.

Matter of Timing:? 

Gloomy rumors are creeping out of Washington to the 
effect that the Anglo-American trade agreement, negotia¬ 
tions for which began eight months ago, is stuck on dead 
center and may never reach a functioning status. 

It would be gloomy news, indeed, if the negotiators 
admitted such a deadlock. But they have not done so. 
And, as such highly-ramified negotiations go, eight 
months is not at all an unreasonable length of time to be 
consumed on such a bargain. There are many delicately- 
balanced points to be considered, adjusted and matched 
before anything like a working agreement can be posted 
or put up for signing. 

Failure of an ultimate agreement would be a sad blow 
to the democracies of the world, which look to the great¬ 
est two, the United States and Great Britain, to prove by 
example that the necessities and glories of national self- 
sufficiency, preached by the dictators, are not true. 

Another month or two of delay, for whatever purpose, 
cannot be of great importance. Yet if a trade agreement 
advantageous to the United States can be announced in 
September or October—just before the general elections 
here—it will be a fine feather in the cap of the Demo¬ 
cratic administration as it goes before the voters for 
reindorsement. 

There can be still a lively hope of an agreement at 
least until that ideal time for an announcement has come 
and gone.

WASHINGTON. — A far-reach¬ 
ing secret plan to bring national 
busines and labor leaders togeth¬ 
er under government auspices to 
work out a cooperative program 
for industrial stability is being 
scuttled by the ferocious A. F. of 
L.-C. I. O. vendetta. 

One man—A. F. of L. President 
William Green—is standing in the 
way of the realization of the am¬ 
bitious undertaking. 

The plan is the brain-child of 
Assistant Secretary of the Treas¬ 
ury John Hanes who, last spring, 
as a member of the securities and 
exchange commission persuaded a 
group of leading bankers and busi¬ 
ness men to sign a joint statement 
offering their assistance to the 
government to combat the reces¬ 
sion. 

Working quietly with Prentiss 
Coonley, unofficial ambassador of 
business to the New Deal, Hanes 
lined up more than 50 business 
leaders who were willing to sit 
down with labor and discuss their 
mutual problems in an effort to 
formulate a cooperative program. 

He then turned to the laborites, 
approaching first John L. Lewis. 

The C. I. O. chief readily agreed 
to confer with the business men. 
“That’s fine,” said Hanes, “now 
how do you feel about sitting down 
at the table with William Green?” 

“I have no objections,” replied 
Lewis. “I’ll sit down with Green 
or anyone else if there is a possi¬ 
bility of bettering economic con¬ 
ditions.” 

Elated with this progress, Hanes 
then put the plan up to Green. 

’The A. F. of L. president also 
expressed willingness to meet with 
the business leaders. “How about 
Lewis?” asked Hanes. “Will you 
meet with him?” 

“Emphatically not,” snapped 
Green, “I will not sit at the same 
table with that man or any other 
rebel from our organization.” 

Hanes is still hopeful he can 
work out some solution of the 
dilemma, but so far he has not 
found an answer. 

Maverick Blues 

For whatever it’s worth to him, 
there is one consolation Represen¬ 
tative Maury Maverick can take 
in his heart-breakingly close de¬ 
feat. 

It has caused more bitter recrim¬ 
ination in the inner White House 
circle than anything since the loss 
of the supreme court reorganiza¬ 
tion bill. 

Some of the scorching cracks 
hurled by Maverick’s anguished 
partisans are as blistering as any 
ever uttered by outraged Liberty 
Leaguers. 

The leftwingers flatly blame the 
Texan’s defeat on the ’White House. 

’They say not only was the presi¬ 
dent fully aware that the young 
crusader was in grave danger but 
that he could have been saved had 
the same unstinting effort been 
made for him as was made for 
Senator Barkley. 

What particularly infuriates the 
militants is the fact that the presi¬ 
dent promised Maverick he would 
go to bat for him to the limit. 

Just before the last session ad¬ 
journed, Maverick saw Roosevelt 
and told him he was up against a 
desperate situation ud would need 
all the help he coum get. 

“Maury, you write the prescrip¬ 
tion,” the president said, “and I’ll 
fill it.”
